BufTale, N. Y., Juno 21.—Although 
Dominion Day at the Pan-Aracrii .in ex- 
ytmitiou will not lie observed until July 
1st, or later, the Canadian building, 
which by many ia claimed to l*c tho 
liandsoniest building on tho grounds, boa 
Ixh-u formally opened to tin* public. 

It is situated at rho east aide of the 
grounds, inst oft the Mall, near the dairy 
building, in a (Hot surrounded by fl >\v* r 
bed* nod artistic shrubbery landscaping 
Ita interior ia of Swiss style of arcbitcc* 
tore, with flow* ring vines and plants on 
the roof and balconies. The main hull 
of the ground floor I* devoted to a <H»m- 
pretiemdve agricultural exhibit, all the 
grains and wtiewts of UanatLa being 
shown either in glass oases or. else fash¬ 
ioned in quaint designs In the border 
around the wall near the retting.. In the 
centre of this large ball is mounted, 
utMler a glass ease, a mounter stuffed 
buffalo, owned by the Canadian govern¬ 
ment. It is claimed to be the largest 
specimen of buffalo ever known, and. la 
higlily prised by tbo Dominion govern¬ 
ment. Its appearance at the Pan-Ameri¬ 
can a the first outside of (Vurulu. ‘It 
has never before ls*en loaned fpr auy 
exposition. An oil painting that attracts 
co ns iderable attention Is one by Paul 
Wick sun. the noted Canadian painter, 
called "The Story of the (ireat North- 
west." It illustrates the retreat of the 
red man with his pony, his gun and hia 
tepee betor^ the sturdy Hootch settler 
with his agricultural iiqph'inents and hia 
plow horses. , It I* a masterpiece. In 
addition to the agricultural exhibition in 
ita own building. Canada bas exhibits in 
the mines huildng, forestry, fine arts, 
live stock, etc. 

Opening fr.»m the lergv hall on the 
south is a suite of room* where tbn 
'Canadian commissioner, Win. HptehJn- 
•seg. - and-'hi s - - s err eta r y . Tr'tmmrT TtWTr 
busiuesa. TL the north ofthegiiMn hull 
ia a general parlor, floored with light 
matting and furnished wuth rattan divans 
and ’ lounging chairs, the entire effect 
combining an appearance of luxurious 
comfort a od inviting coolness. The 
ladies’ parlor, where a maid is always 
in atleulancr. opens off from the general 
parlor. The decoration scheme is green 
ami the furniture mahogany. There is 
also in the building a rmding room, a 
writing room, and an information buna a.

June lb —The division of 
military Information of the war (tepart- 
meut in prefiurlng for publication reports 
of different officers who have recently 
hud an opportunity to observe military 
moreinenU and campaigns. One of 
these is Gapt. Carl lUichman. of the 
Seventeenth Infantry, who went from 
the Phirppioea to South Africa, and for 
seven mouths observed the operations of 
the Boer army. 

On his way to the Transvaal Capt. 
lt*H. hman stopped at Madagascar. He 
said the French were doubling the 
g.irriiMiu of that island, “perhaps in view 
of possible complications with England." 
When he arrived in the Transvaal he 
met President Kruger, who asked him if 
“he had come to see the !igh' "f one 
agaim-t five." Cnpt. Hriebnutn said that 
the ages of the Boer soldiers ranged 
from IS to !i0. rhai the Transvaal army 
numbered 20,441, and the Orange Free 
State M M.KH. 43opL Ueiehmsa says 
that the Boer burgher is uot a soldier; 
he has iH*t Invh Iruined as a soldier, and 
his fighting methods are the outcome of 
his environment* and p'-raoual char- 
geter. The Boerf ai<e a reserved and 
dignified people, and made few com¬ 
ments. even when they heard 01 the de¬ 
struction of their homes and pnqierty 
by the British. 

As to the breaches of civilised war¬ 
fare with wh 4 ch they are charged. b«- 
aaya It is due to ignorance or aer ! * nt.

Alarming news of the health conditions 
in<the Far East is brought by the steam¬ 
ship Victoria, Captain 1‘antcu. which ar¬ 
rived this afternoon after an uueventful 
trip, started «»u the Mtb inot., • from 
Yokohama.
